PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE’S ANNUAL REPORT 
FOR 1952 


The public health nursing program has continued 
this past year following through with the various act- 
ivities established in previous years. Forty-four visits 
were made to Warren during the year. 


In the spring three school immunization clinics 
were held with Dr. F. G. Campbell in attendance. 


During the summer months four child health con- 
ferences were held with fifty-three children attend- 
ing. Immunization and physical examinations were 
done by Dr. Campbell with Dr. Frank W. Kibbe, Ped- 
iatrician present at the fourth session for the examin- 
ations. 


The total number of innoculations completed in 
these seven sessions were: 


Small pox vaccinations 43 
- Diphtheria 48 
Whooping cough 30 
Tetanus — 55 


Early in the fall two hundred audiometer tests 
for hearing were given to all students beginning with 
those in the third grade. Sixty-nine students in the 
second, fifth, eight, and eleventh grades were given 
physical examinations by Dr. Campbell. 


In December a program of Tuberculin Patch Test- 
ing was arranged through cooperation with Mrs. Lu- 
cille Nason, Executive Director of the Four County 
Tuberculosis Association. Forty-one children in the 
first grade were tested. Arrangernents have already 
been made for the children who had positive reactions 
and their parents to have free chest x-rays. 
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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING (continued) 


Medical services provided by the State have been 
used as required. Seventeen people have received 
free x-rays at the chest clinics of the Division of Tuber- 
culosis Control. Several children have attended Ped- 
iatric and Crippled Children’s Clinics held in Water- 
ville and Rockland. 


Ninety-four home visits were made during the 
year for health supervision of infants, pre-school child- 
ren and others. 


Members of the Warren Health Committee were 
given a course of six lessons in Home Care of the Sick, 
sponsored by the Knox County Chapter, American 
Red Cross. Ten women received pins and certificates. 


My work in Warren has, as always, been very 
pleasant because of the interest and cooperation of 
the town officials, school personnel and others who 
have so ably assisted in the various health activities. 
I am very grateful to the members of the Warren 
Health Committee, P. T. A. and Extension Association 
who have worked so diligently to promote a more com- 
prehensive and successful health program during the 
year.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and 
Citizens of Warren: 


I wish to submit the following report for the Mun- 
icipal Year of 1952-53. 


The total enrollment in the grades is about twenty 
more than last year. The survey of the children in 
town not yet in school that was made last fall indicates 
that the enrollment will continue to increase for sev- 
eral years. It was necessary last fall to add a helping 
teacher on a part time basis. It will be necessary to 
make this a full time position in September 1953 and 
to add still another teacher in September 1954. Two 
more classrooms will be needed by September 1954 
and, if the Mathews Corner School is to be discontin- 
ued, three new classrooms will be required. The sur- 
vey indicated that the enrollment will stay at this 
level until 1958, which is as far into the future as any 
present survey can take us. Because of this need, 
the School Committee has had plans prepared for a 
three-room addition to the present Grade School. 


The steps that have been taken regarding the pro- 
posed addition to the Grade School have been prelim- 
inary to an agreement with the Maine School Build- 
ing Authority to finance the construction. If the 
town is to construct additional classrooms, they will 
have to be financed in this manner, as the town hasn’t 
the borrowing capacity to finance the cost of construc- 
tion. The Authority operates on terms somewhat sim- 
ilar to those of a Loan and Building Association, which 
assists persons to own their own homes through long- 
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term rental agreements. Agreements with the Maine 
School Building Authority must be approved by the 
voters of the town. Articles will appear in the war- 
rant for Town Meeting that will enable the citizens 
to act on this matter. 


Future plans for the High School have during re- 
cent weeks received a great deal of thought by School 
Officials and Citizens. A public meeting has been held 
for a discussion of this, as well as the proposed addi- 
tion to the Grade School. Your School Committee 
and Superintendent have interviewed the school of- 
ficials of nearby towns as well as the Trustees of the 
Academy. As a result of a study of the educational 
advantages of all proposed solutions to the school 
housing situation, your School Committee and Super- 
intendent recommend continuing the High School and 
the construction of a three-room addition to the Grade 
School for the following reasons: 


1. There isn’t any possibility of an area high 
school for quite a number of years. 


2. It isn’t possible to contract to send the High 
School students to any nearby high school that offers 
two occupational courses. This means that students 
would, by law, still have the right to attend other 
high schools for the purpose of taking occupational 
courses at the expense of the town. 


3. The Committee would not be in favor of clos- 
ing the high school unless transportation is provided 
to another school, even though the Trustees are will- 
ing to allow the building to be used for the grades. 


(Page 55) 


SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT (continued) 


The cost of transportation would probably amount to 
$40 to $50 per student in addition to the tuition. 


4. The per pupil cost for tuition plus the above 
estimated conveyance costs would increase the cost 
to the town of providing secondary school privileges 
by at least two to three thousand dollars without a 
gain in educational opportunities to ony: great number 
of students. 


5. It is the feeling of your school officials that 
some students who now take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to attend high school in town would not go to 
high school if they had to go out of town. 


6. It is also the feeling of your School Depart- 
ment that the use of the High School building and 
Mathews Corner for the grades would not be a satis- 
factory solution to the majority of the parents of grade 
school pupils. 


7. The use of the High School Building and 
Mathews Corner for the grades would increase the op- 
erating expenses of the grades by several hundred 
dollars per year if the pupils housed in these build- 
ings are to be included in the Lunch Program. From 
September 1954 on there would probably be at least 
three bus loads of pupils to convey to and from lunch 
at noon. 


8. The construction of the three-room addition 
seems to be a permanent solution to the housing of 
the grades. 
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9. If the grades are all housed in one seven-room 
building, it creates a need for a man principal. A 
man is needed in the system for an athletic program 
for the upper grades. The principal would be avail- 
able in the building for the adminisration and super- 
vision of all activities of the school program. 


10. The savings in continuing the high school, 
which might amount to as much as $3000 or more 
per year, would if applied toward the payment of 
the twenty annual rentals be using the money for a 
desirable permanent project. 


The estimated cost of constructing and equip- 
ping the three rooms is $40,000. The Maine School 
Building Authority after adding insurance charges, 
interest, and an allowance for possible unforeseen 
costs would issue bonds for $50,000. All money not 
utilized in the construction would be applied to the 
annual payments due from the town. The first of the 
twenty annual payments would be approximately 
$5,000. The interest would decrease every year so 
that the payments due of the town would be reduced 
by a larger amount each year. 


The question of the three-room addition to the 
grade school will appear on the same ballot as used 
for the election of officers on March 9. The question 
calls for a yes or no vote. A yes vote authorizes the 
town to make an agreement with the Maine School 
Building Authority to finance a three-room addition 
to the present grade building. A no vote rejects the 
plan. 
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The per pupil cost of operating your schools is, | 
believe, below the average for the State. The average 
cost per pupil in the High Schools of the State for the 
school year ending in June 1952 was $246.17, while the 
cost in Warren High School was $168.63. The per 
pupil cost in the elementary grades during the past 
year in Warren was approximately $112. There is not 
any information available at present for a comparison 
with the average for the State. The $112. per pupil 
was spent as follows: $50. for teachers salaries, $44. 
for conveyance, $6. for janitorial service and cleaning, 
$7.00 for books and supplies, and $5.00 for fuel and util- 
ities. 


The major part of the expenditures from the Re- 
pairs and Equipment Account have been for furniture. 
It was necessary to purchase 20 desks and chairs for 
the first grade during the past year. 


The budget recommendations for the coming year 
show an increase of approximately $4000. over last 
year. The costs of operating the schools are going to 
continue to increase rather sharply during the next 
two years as a full time teacher is added each year. 


A financial statement for the past year and the 
school budget for the next year follow this part of 
the report.

COMMENTS 
Town of Warren 


February 1, 1951 to January 31, 1952 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of 
Warren has been completed for the municipal year 
ended January 31, 1952. The audit included an exam- 
ination of the records maintained by the Selectmen, 
Assessors, Town Clerk, Treasurer and Tax Collector. 


The result of the audit indicates that the follow- 
ing suggestions appear worthy of consideration by the 
Town Officials: 


Transfers between accounts should be 
recorded by journal entries rather than 
to clear through the Treasurer’s cash 
account. 

Original invoices to support payments 
made should be kept on file by the Select- 
men. 


It would appear advisable that a review 
of trust fund investments be made as of 
January 31, 1952, to determine if they com- 
ply with the provisions of Chapter 80, Sec- 
tion 106 of the Revised Statutes of 1944 and 
Chapter 55, Section 38, Sub-section I to 
IX of the Revised Statutes of 1944. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash 
transactions as well as an analysis of revenues and ex- 
penditures. The result of the year’s operations show- 
ed that available funds exceeded expenditures of 
$973.59. Unexpended and overdraft balances are 
summarized as follows: 
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Unexpended Balances $3,467.44 
Overdrafts 2,493.85 


Net Unexpended Balances $ 973.59 


Overdrafts were noted in various appropriation ac- 
counts, more particularly in the General Government, 
Highways and Bridges, Interest and Unclassified ac- 
counts totaling $264.39, $1,878.64, $117.97 and $232.85 re- 
spectively. The Department of Attorney General has 
advised that overdrafts are not permitted by statute 
excepting in certain instances where emergencies arise 
in highway activities and then only to the extent of 
15% of the highway appropriation. 


A comparative statement of revenues and expendi- 
tures, (Exhibit B), disclosed that for the 1951 year, 
revenues increased over those of the previous year by 
$10,937.20. Expenditures for the same period increas- 
ed by $5,515.74. The factors contributing to these dif- 
ferences were reviewed with no exceptions noted. Fol- 
lowing is a summary of the differences as compared 
with revenues and expenditures of the preceding year:

An examination of the records of the Town Clerk 
revealed that a special town meeting was held author- 
izing the Selectmen to borrow $4,500.00 for repairs to 
roads and bridges. 


At the year end the unappropriated surplus 
amounted to $9,044.64, or an increase of $729.93 as com- 
pared with the preceding year. This increase was oc- 
casioned by the excess of available funds over expendi- 
tures less adjustment of reserve for losses. 

Transactions affecting the various funds held in 
trust by the Town were reviewed. A physical exam- 
ination was made of the securities held in these trust 
funds. 


Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records were checked 
to determine the accuracy of recording cash transac- 
tions. The system of internal control was reviewed 
as pertained to the handling of cash and other matters 
of financial concern. Revenues and expenditures were 
examined by methods and to the extent deemed neces- 
sary. Letters of verification were utilized to determine 
the correctness of tax and tax lien accounts. Insurance 
policies and bond coverage were examined. 
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Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed neces- 
sary to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the Town at January 31, 1952, and the re- 
sult of its operations for the year then ended.
